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Continuation of t3. Otter: The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant and finds the applicants remarks unpersuasive with 
respect to claims 1-22. Specifically, the applicants arguments on page 8 of the instant remarks maintians that "a first portion of said first 
received address accesses an address table in a first memory circuit and an output of said first memory circuit accesses an address table 
in a second memory circuit" are not taught or suggested by Lipman. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant since FIG. 1 1 
of Lipman clearly outlines a "Next Tree Index" which, broadly interpreted, is an access to element 152 (a Tree table, which is represented 
as a Tree table or data structure, but implemented with a "circuit" in the hardware). In addition to being a "circuit" via the underlying 
hardware implementation, the elements 150, 152, 154, 158, etc. are in fact "pipelined" such that there are a series of elements each 
connected so that the output of one element (e.g. "Next Tree Index") is and input of the next element (element 152). Pointers are used as 
simply representations of elements within circuits that are themselves inputs to another element. 
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
